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DETAILED ACTION 

Note: This is in response to an Amendment filed 02/20/2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2, 5-7, 9-10, and 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Levine et al. (U.S. 5,868,754). 

Levine et al discloses the claimed invention in figures 1 and 3, an elongated 
member (102) having a first portion (proximally to the proximal end) and a 
second portion (proximally to the distal end) with a diameter smaller than the first 
portion; wherein the distal end of the elongated member (102) defining a loop 
(104); a radiopaque marker cannula or closure member (112) (col. 4, line 66) 
fixedly connected to the elongated member (102) and the loop (104); wherein the 
width of the loop (1 04) is greater than the diameter of the first portion; and a 
intermediate portion defines a taper from the first portion to the second portion 
(as shown in figure 3).
